“CAN'T EXCLUDE 
IRELAND FROM 
ONSCRIPTION’ 


—Lloyd George 


Premier Declares It Is Not 
Possible to Exempt Those 
Across Channel When 
Men 50 and Boys 18 
Must Be Taken. 


Says Measures to Be Taken 
to Meet Crisis of War Will 
Demand Extreme Sacri- 

_ fices by the People. 


Haig Has P5> Reinforced, 
Prvti¢ serts, and Guns 
Wich Were Lost Have 
Been Replaced. 


LONDON, April 9 (By A. P.).— 
Lioyd George announced in _ the 
House of Commons this afternoon 
that the Irish convention report had 
been laid on the table today. 

When an emergency had arisen 
which madc it necessary to put men 
of 50 and boys of 18 into the fight 
for liberty, the Premier declared, it 
was not possible to exclude Ireland 


from conscription. 

The Premier also told the House of 
Commons today thzt when the battle 
on the Somme front commenced the 
total combatant strength of the Ger- 
man army on the West front was 
approximately equal to the total of 
the Entente Allies. 

Lloyd George said his man-power 
proposal would involve an extreme 
sacrifice by part of the popuiation 
of Great Britain. 

The Cambrai battle, he said, was 
a very trivial event when compared 
with the recent battle, and until the 
strain had relaxed it would be dif- 
ficult to find out exactly what had 
happened. 

“We have now entered the most 
critical period of the war,” said the 
Premicr. “There is a lull 
storm, but the hurricane is not yet 
over, The fate of the empire, of 
Europe and of liberty may depend 
upon the success with which the last 
German attack is resisted and coun- 
tered,” 

Reinforcements Hurried. 

The Premier said the Cabinet’ had 
taken every step to hurry reinforce- 
ments. The number of guns. and 
prisoners taken had been exaggerat- 
ed grossly by the Germans. 

The Ministry of Munitions, the 
Premier added, had been able to re- 
Place the guns and there was sub- 
stantial reserves left. The Cabinet 
was confident the army would be 
equal to the next encounter. 

Lloyd George said the Cabinet had 
decided to recall Gen. Gough, who 
was in charge of the Fifth Army, 
against which the Germans made 
their principal gains. Until all the 
circumstances of his retirement were 
known, he said, it would be unfair 
to censure him. 


Having gained an initial success, 
Lloyd George went on, the enemy 
was preparing a greajer attack and 
it would be a fatal error to under- 
estimate the gravity of the prospect. 

In view of the critical period which 
had been reached, said the Premier, 
the Government purposed to submit- 
to Parliament certain recommenda- 


' tions in order to assist the country 


and its allies. He regretted to say 
that these proposals involved ex- 
treme sacrifices on the part of large 
classes of the population and noth- 
ing would justify them except ° the 
most extreme necessity and the fact 
that the nation was fighting for all 
which was essential and most sacred 
to the national life. 


The Germans attacked with 97 di- 
visions (approximately 1,160,000 
men), the Premier said. They were 
relying on the idea that the allies 
had no united command and expect- 
e@ to divide the French and British 
armies. At one time of the battic 
the situation was critical. The enc- 
my broke through between the third 
and fifth armies. The situation was 
re trieved by the magnificent con- 
duct of the troops, which retired, 
but were not routed. 7 

Gen. Wilson's Forecast Praised. 

The forecast regarding probable 
enemy attacks made by Gen. Sir 
Henry Wilson, chief of the imperial 
staff, was characterized by the Pre- 
mier as the most remarkable ever 
made. 

In opening the battle, he contin- 
ued, the Germans had an exception- 


al advantage in the weather, which 


was dirty and misty. They had or- 
ganized their troops to produce a 
greater number of divisions and had 
the advantage of the initiative, with 
the consequent knowledge as to the 
width, strength and dimensions of 
the attack.

NEW BREAD RULES IN FRANCE 


Daily Allowance Now About Two- 
Thirds as Much as Herctofore. 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (By A. 
P.).—France has just established a 
new regime on bread consumption, 
the Food Administration announced 
today. From now on bread will be 
strictly rationed. through all of 
France on the following basis: 

Children less than 3 years old, 
three and one-half ounces per day; 
children from 3 to 13 years old; 
seven ounces; persons from 13 to 
60 years old, 10% ounces’ (hard 
workers in this age class may _re- 
ceive three and one-half ounces 
more); persons over 60 years old, 
seven ounces. 

This ration is about two-thirds of 
the bread allowance heretofore 
maintained. Bread constitutes over 
one-half the diet of the French na- 
tion, and the price of meat is’ so 
high as to practically prohibit - its 
use by a large part of the popula- 
tion.

FOUR FIRMS TAKE 


Would Mean 4 or 5 Instead of 3 
Billions, the Official Goal, 
Says McAdoo. 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (By A. 
P.).—Secretary McAdoo, in a state- 


ment ‘wired from Raleigh, N. C., and 
given out by the Treasury here to- 
day, called on the country to furnish 
20,000,000 subscribers to the new 
Liberty Loan. 

That number of purchasers, he 
said, would mean a loan of four or 
five billiong dollars instead of the 
three billion announced as a goal. 
The statement said: 

“Let us not stop when we have 
reached our quota. Let us go for- 
ward and make the quota three or 
four times as great, if.it is possi- 
ble to do it, and let us at the same 
time make the number of sub- 
scribers to these bonds three times 
as great as it was before. There is 
no answer that will carry such dis- 
couragement to the enemies of 
America and of civilization as that 
20,000,000 American citizens have 
subscribed this time for Liberty 
bonds.”

Representatives of Two Branches 
to Try to Respect Plan to 
Bring Them Together.

If this week’s meeting is 
successful in its purpose, it may be 
nossible to complete the reunion next 
year, after three-fourths of a century 
of separation. However, it is likely 
to take longer. 

Twenty-five men from each branch 
of the church, including Bishops, 
clergymen and laymen, make up the 
consulting body.

: WHEAT HARVEST OUTLOOK. 

From the 42,170,000 acres sown to winter wheat 
last fall conditions at present indicate a crop of 
560,000,000 bushels, an average of about 13 bush- 
els to the acre. Last year’s winter wheat crop 
was put by the first computation at about 420,- 
000,000 and the spring wheat crop at about 250,- 
000,000 bushels, making a total of about 670,000,- 
000 bushels, which later computations increased 
to 678,000,000. 

This year’s winter wheat crop from the greatest 
acreage ever sown in this country promises, ac- 
cordingly, to fall about 118,000,000 bushels be- 
low the total crop of winter and spring wheat 
last season. We may assume that an unprece- 
dented acreage will be planted to spring wheat, 
which, with normal conditions of growth and 
harvest, would give a reasonable expectation of a 
record-breaking yield. However, if the crop of 
spring wheat does not, exceed the 250,000,000 
bushels of 1917, the existing prospect is for a to- 
tal crop of more than 800,000,000 bushels, which, 
placing domestic consumption at the normal fig- 
ure of about 500,000,000 bushels, would make 
available a surplus of 300,000,000 bushels for ex- 
port to the allies. 

The need for a most painstaking conservation 
of the supplies of this grain, however, will con- 
tinue until harvest and probably afterward. The 
counting of bushels before they are gathered 
takes no account of possible drouth and insect 
ravages during the spring and rain at harvest 
time. If our own predictions are fulfilled, pro- 
duction in the allied countries, still further en- 
grossed in the business of war, may be even less 
than last year and the need for: shipping may 
render it impractical to bring as much as last 
year from Argentina, Australia and other distant 
sources of production. 

Wheatless days, use of wheat substitutes and 
of war bread may continue for many months to 
come to serve important purposes in the prac-

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A SEISMOGRAPH STORY. 

It may be true that the seismograph at a Buf- 

falo college is registering, by a series of dots, 
the explosions of the huge Rausenberger gun 
that has been bombarding Paris. Unless this 
seismograph is unusually sensitive, we should 
hear of other similar instruments making the 
same record elsewhere. 
Some time ago it was sald that the scientists 
in the belligerent armies had used seismographs 
to help locate enemy batteries, This appears 
possible. 

The seismograph is a very delicate instrument. 
But there is something more delicate, and that 
is the aroused conscience of humanity. When 
the German Government torpedoed the Lusitania, 
humanity received a shock so tremendous that 
the explosions of the Rausenberger gun are small 
by comparison. And ever since then, German ac- 
tions have shocked the moral sensibility of Amer- 
ica, which has registered these actions as cer- 
tainly and as indelibly as the seismograph reg- 
isters physical shocks. 

It is said that the explosion of the Rausenberg- 
er shells in Paris are not excessively loud. But 
when one of these shells killed 75 women and 
children a few days ago, the moral shock was 
greater than the physical disturbance caused by 
a thousand such guns and shells. It was a shock 
the effects of which can never be obliterated. 
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Any municipal surplus is worth bragging about 
in war time. St. Louis has a surplus gallows. 
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STAND FOR THE VILLAGE BAND. 

It must be admitted that there are extenuating 
circumstances in the case of Fred Daab of Smith- 
ton, Ill., who was haled before the United States 
Commissioner at East St: Louis on charges of 
making unpatriotic remarks, abusing President 
Wilson and refusing to stand when the band 
played “The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

The anthem, he explains, was played by the 
village band. At least the band played something 
and he has been informed that it was the well- 
known “Star-Spangled Banner.” He does not 
know that it was but makes the statement on in- 
formation and belief, as the lawyers say. At the 
time he had no idea what it was. He saw people 
getting up, but the playing of the village band | 
often affects people that way and he supposed 
that they were moved solely by the desire to mur- 
der the musicians. He felt that they deserved it 
but did not want to get mixed up in the muss and 
sat sti. The commissioner found no fault in 
him. 

The case of Mr. Daab brings up the question of 
the playing of the anthem by village bands. It 
is fitting and proper that they should play it, but 
there should be some way to let people know 


when they are playing it, so as to avoid misunder- 
standings. The town crier might be utilized. If 
he would get up and say: “The band will now 
play “The Star-Spangled Banner,’ everybody would 
have fair warning of what was coming and they 
could stand, whether they recognized it or not. It 
is every patriot’s duty to stand it and stand for it 


when the village band plays it. 


As a usual thing the village band is all right. | 


If, sometimes, its “Star-Spangled Banner” sounds, 
like “Die Wacht am Rhine,” maybe somebody 
mixed the music. It is hard for any band to do 
much unless everybody plays the same piece, 
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NO EXCUSE FOR LAWLESSNESS. 

When Robert Paul Prager was lynched at 
Collinsville, IIL, on the vaguest and flimsiest ru- 
mors of disloyalty, the excuse offered for the 
mob murderers was that the Government was 
not vigorous enough in its treatment of disloy- 
alists. Mayor Siegel of Collinsville, eager to di- 
vert public attention from the crime which had 
been committed, hastened to send a telegram to 
Washington urging the enactment of more strin- 
gent laws and their vigorous enforcement with 
respect to disloyalty. : 

The fact seems.to be, however, that what lax- 
ness there has been in the checking of disloyalty 
has been more on the part of citizens who fail to 
report disloyalty than on the part of Government 
officials who fail to act when information of dis- 
loyalty is brought to their attention. The Gov- 
ernment is dependent to a great extent upon cit- 
izens for information about traitorous utterances. 

The action of a mob at Mounds, IIl., the other 
day, shows that the criticism of Gevernment lax- 
ness is not made in good faith. Information was 
filed with District Attorney Karch one day, wit- 
nesses were heard the next and an indictment 
charging disloyalty was returned the third. But 
before a Marshal could make an hour’s trolley 
trip from Cairo to Mounds to arrest the man, 
the mob, unwilling to be deprived by speedy pros- 
ecution of an excuse for taking the law into its 
own hands, seized the man and beat him and 
left him for dead on the street. 

There is no excuse for lawlessness of any kind. 
It is the duty of citizens to sustain law and to 
help the Government enforce law. Mob law is 
disloyalty.

In the turmoil of the great battle when men 
are thinking more of the 4ight itself than of the 
things for which they are fighting, it is well to 
remind ourselves from time to time of the rea- 
sons that has brought us into the struggle and of 
the character of our enemies. The Prussian 
Junkers have given us a reminder themselves in 
speeches made by them at the recent meeting of 
the Agrarian League in Berlin. 

Said Herr Wildgrube, a member of the Reichs- 
tag: 

What is al this hubbub about democracy, 
seeing that our monarchical state system has 
proved its efficiency? The reason of it is that 
our late Government was not sincerely con- 
vinced that all salvation for Germany comes 
from monarchical constitutionalism. One can- 
not avoid the impression that God in His wrath 
made Bethmann-Hollweg Imperial Chancellor. 
It was his fault that the Government and the 
German empire fell under the dictatorship of 
democracy. The maintenance of the German 
and Prussian Monarchy we desire, not for the 
sake of the dynasty, but for our own sake.

My hope is that after the war we 
Shall be so strong that we shall be able to 
maintain peace. For that purpose we need 
different frontiers and greater independence. 
Only fools believe in a perpetual people’s spring. 
Bethmann made it as difficult as possible for 
the army to conquer. His declaration about 
the wrong that we did to Belgium cannot ever 
be washed away by any rain. a @ eS ee 
long as the army with its heroism is fighting, 
all is well; but what is to happen afterwards, 
and how we are to get out of the mess, the 
Lord God alone knows. The Chancellor who 
has to restore order will be shot at, and if he 
is not shot at he will not be any good Every- 
thing depends upon the Chancellor himself 
shooting.

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POTSDAM’S SHIRTSLEEVE DIPLOMACY. 

Ex-Chancellor Bethman-Hollweg and others in 
Germany had many sarcastic things to say about 
the publication of Ambassadpr Gerard’s memoirs. 
It was unprofessional from the standpoint of the 
diplomatic craft and in shocking taste and showed 
how unsophisticated and lacking in kultur were 
the higher official circles of clumsy America. 
Then, shortly afterward, the memoirs of Prince 
Lichnowsky, Ambassador to London at the time 
of the breaking out of the war, began to appear. 
They illuminated many of Potsdam’s aims, re- 
vealed how the Ambassador’s efforts to establish 
an understanding between the British and Ger- 
mans had been defeated by hostility at home and 
added further testimony as to German responsi- 
bility for the war. What he wrote was not need- 
ed to enable us to comprehend Potsdam’s attitude 
during the months before the fighting began, but 
it did increase our appreciation of Lichnowsky 
as at least one official representative of the 
Kaiser who was out of sympathy with Gernan 
intrigue. It made it easier for us to believe that 
he was really sincere in certain steps which we 
had attributed to the general scheme of deception 
that dictated German policy at foreign capitals. 

Prince Lichnowsky is to be prosecuted, not be- 
cause he exemplified the indiscretions of shirt- 
sleeve diplomacy, but because he put German 
Machiavellianism in an unfavorable but truthfu] 
light.

The principal remedies of this sort 
are nicotine-sulphate solutions, fish- 
oll and other soap solutions, and 
kerosene-soap ecmulsion.
